Indianapolis. May 2.—To prevent the 
new constitution written by Governor 
Marshall and approved- by the Demo­ 
cratic leg islative caucus from being 
submitted to the people, suit has been 
filed by John T. Dy e. 
The suit is 
broug ht, the complaint sets out, oi 
behalf of the tax pay ers of the state, 
aYid an injunction is sou.^ki to prevent 
the certification of the proposed con­ 
stitution to the county clerk s, who 
have charg e of elections in counties, 
on the theory that the proposed con­ 
stitution is void, and on the g round 
that if the certification is made, the 
state officers would be spending the 
state’s money in pursuance of an ob­ 
ject that has no proper standing be­ 
fore the present constitution and the 
statutes. 
Governor Marshall and the state 
election board are made defendants 
and Addison C. H arris is the attorney 
filing the suit. 


Que s tions As s e mbly ’s Powe r. 


Twelve specific points are set out in 
the complaint in support of the con­ 
tention by the plaintiff that the pro­ 
posed constitution, which Is now on 
the statute book s as an act of the re­ 
cent g eneral assembly , is unconstitu­ 
tional. 
In brief, they are as follows: 
T hat the g eneral assembly had no 
power under the ex isting constitution 
to frame and submit to the people the 
instrum ent in the m anner and form 
therein set forth. 
T hat the proposed constitution was 
not handled in the g eneral assembly 
as chang es in the constitution are pro­ 
vided for by that instrum ent itself: 
T hat the proposed new constitution 
is not ir fact a ‘proposed new consti­ 
tution,” ir 1 a copy of the present con­ 
stitution oi the state with certain a d­ 
ditions and certain eliminations, which 
the complaint sets out in more or less 
detail. 


Inde pe nde nt V o te r Ov e rlook e d. 


That no provision is made in the act 
to enable the electors to vote for or 
ag ainst each proposed chang e sepa­ 
rately , as req uired by the constitution,- 
but the elector will be req uired to vote 
either for or ag ainst the entire pro­ 
posed new' instrum ent as a whole* if 
he votes concerning it all. 
That while the act provides political 
parties may declare for or ag ainst the 
adoption of the proposed constitution 
in their own state conventions, no 
provision is made whereby a voter 
whose party may have declared in fa­ 
vor of the adoption of the instrum ent 
may vote ag ainst its adoption, and 
vice versa. 
That no provision is made in the 
act whereby the socalled ‘‘independent 
voter” may t$>te either for or ag ainst 
the proposed constitution in its en­ 
tirety or concerning any of its parts. 


Ele c tor De priv e d of Rights . 


That the act in effect seek s to pre­ 
vent an ejector not a m em ber of some 
political 
party 
from voting for or 
ag ainst the adoption of the proposed 
new constitution, either in whole or 
In part. 
T hat the act is in violation of that 
part of the constitution that declares 
all elections shall^ be free and eq ual, 
whereby it is soug ht to retain to every 
elector the rig ht to vote either for or 
ag ainst any chang e in the constitu­ 
tion; that the act does not g ive every 
elector the rig ht th ‘ t is thus soug ht 
to inure to him throug h the constitu­ 
tion, since it provides for voting only 
by such persons as may belong to 
some political party . 
Further, it is 
alleg ed the act contains no provision 
for the form or contents of the ballot 
to be used by the voters entitled to 
vote when the q uestion is submitted 
to the electors, but that is left to be 
proposed by the state board of election 
commissioners at their v, ill and pleas­ 
ure. 


C ontrary to Law of Land. 
T hat the proposed constitution is 
contrary to the constitution, whereby 
It is soug ht to maintain a republican 
form of g overnment, since It provides 
th at 25 per cent of the electors of the 
state may petition and thereby 'obtain 
the passag e of laws providing for the 
initiative, referendum and recall, such 
proposed form of g overnment being 
held not to be republican. 
That the proposed representation in 
the house of representatives in the 
g eneral 
assembly , 
whereby 
every 
county , however small, shall have at 
least one representative, while larg er 
counties are not to be provided with, 
proportionate representation, is con­ 
trary to the law of the land, which 
provides that any elector shall have, 
as nearly as possible, eq ual répresen- 
tatlon in the g eneral assembly with 
any other elector. 


Fundam e ntal Rule of Re pre s e ntation. 
That the proposed method of ap­ 
portioning 
the 
representation 
over 


ninety -two counties, or one from each 
county , which may be, it is proposed, 
increased to 130, is in flag rant viola­ 
tion of the fundamental rule of repre­ 
sentation, is anti-republican, contrary 
to the constitution 
of the United 
States, and contrary to representative 
g overnment. 
That the act of the g eneral assem ­ 
bly proposing the new' constitution is 
void, because there is still pending be­ 
fore the electors of the state a pro­ 
posed amendment th at has not been 
finally dis us e d of, since it has not re­ 
ceived, either for or ag ainst its adop­ 
tion, a m ajority of the total votes 
cast.

ests at Pittsburg, issued a statement 
in which he said: 
“There is no inter­ 
ruptio n o f traffic and can be but slight 
delay to car equipment and lo co mo ­ 
tive repairs." 
A. E. Ireland, bo ard member o f the 
machinists and an o rganizer fo r the 
Federatio n o f Labo r, said: 
“The o rder fo r a strike so far has 
no t affected mo re than the sho p men 
pro per. If the railro ad co mpany do es 
no t do so mething within the next two 
o r three day s, the men may ask the 
trainmen and o ther railro ad unio ns to 
jo in the strike, and then there will be 
rea) tro uble.” 
General injunctio ns are expected 
sho rtly by the unio n men. 
All seem 
co nfident that the state co nstabulary 
will enter the field wfithin a few day s, 
at least. 
They say the strikers will 
no t attempt any ro ugh tactics, al­ 
tho ugh strikers in Pitcairn are co m­ 
plaining that railro ad detectives are 
already starting ro ugh wo rk.
